A NEW JERSEY POKER STORY. 


Why Four Plnyeri Divided the Stakes 


Equally Among: Themselves. 


A straight flush in the great Amer- 


ican game of draw poker is such a~rari- 
ty that the person holding it is regarded 
as one of the most fortunate and blessed 
of mortals, says the Summit (N. J.) 
Record. Devotees of that game will 
peruse tho "following story with In- 
credulity, but its absolute authenticity 
can be verified by at least ten thor- 
oughly reliable witnesses: A party of 
four players entered a place not a 
thousand miles from Summit one night 
and prepared to eiijo}* a few hours of 
recreation at their favorite game. An- 
other game in progress at the tjme was 
full, so the four players were obliged 
to start at an adjoining table. 


The "jack pot" came around, each of 


tho four players rilled in aud tho game 
proceeded. The cards, regulation pack, 
fifty-two cards, were cut by the player 
to the right of the dealer and dealt out 
in the regular manner. Tho first play- 
er to the left of the dealer opened tlfe 
"jack pot" and each succeeding1 player 
in turn raised. The limit was ten cents 
rind the players nre usually light bet- 
tors, so that the raising and lively 
chipping in before the draw created 
considerable surprise. When the deal- 
er prepared to serve the cards for the 
draw each of the players stood "pat" 
and the betting again started. 


When each of the players had chipped 


in ten dollars it was decided to stop the 
betting, as that amount had never be- 
fore been wagered on a game in tho 
place and none of the players could af- 
ford to risk a greater amount. When 
the hands were shown some of the 
players almost succumbed to heart dis- 
ease, for there lay four straight flushes, 
one of each suit and all running from 
four to eight. The pot was divided nnd 
the cards were carefully put away in a 
case to be preserved as a reminder of 
the greatest poker hands ever held in 
this section and probably in the United 
States. 


-WORK OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Every Year tho Father ol Waters Carries 


Down n Square Mile of Land. 


The Mississippi has in the course of 


ages transported from .the mountains 
and high land within its drainage area 
sufficient material to 
make 
400,000 


square miles of new land by filling up 
an esttiary which extended from its 
original outfall to the Gulf of Mexico 
for a length of 500 miles, aud in width 
from 80 to 40 miles. 
This river, says ( 


Longman's Maga'zine, Is still pouring | 
solid matter into the gulf, where it-is 
spread "out in a fan-like shape over a 
coast line of 150 miles, and is filling up 
at the rate of 802,000,000 tons a year, or 
six times as much soil as was removed 
in the construction of the Manchester 
ship canal, and sufficient to make a 
square mile of new land, allowing for 
it having to fill up the gulf to a depth 
of 80 yards. 


Some idea of the vastness of this 


operation may be conceived when the 
fact is considered that some of this soil 
has to be transported more- than 8,000 
miles; and that if the whole of it had 
to be carried on boats at the lowest 
rate at which heavy material is carried 
on tho inland waters of America, or, 
say, for one-tenth of a penny per ton 
per mile over an average of half the 
total distance, the cost would bo no less 
a sum than £2SS,000,000 a year. Through 
the vast delta thus formed tho river 
winds its way, twisting and turning by 
innumerable bends until it extends its 
length to nearly 1,200 miles, or more 
than double the point-to-point length 
of the delta,, continually eroding the 
banks in one place and building up 
land in another, occasionally breaking 
its way across a narrow neck which 
lies between the two extremeties and 
filling up the old channel.

Imitation of the Ancients by a 


.New Process. 


It Is easy, of course, to understand 


how pen drawing should have come to 
be so largely employed and elaborated. 
It is a matter of reproduction for illus- 
tration. An etching'will not print with 
type, nor with a steel engraving. This, 
says the London Spectator, led in the 
early part of the century to the imita- 
tion of steel engraving's by wood en- 
gravers, who did the business most 
skillfully with immense labor. The 
drawings for them were mostly made 
in pencil. 
But photographic process 


rendered the intervention of the wood 
engraver needless, if the artist made a 
pen drawing that would photograph 
and process well. A pure technical 
difficulty can bo overcome "by large 
numbers of craftsmen; large numbers, 
accordingly, have learned to make pen 
drawings to supplant wood engravings. 
But it should be noted that to do this 
is Itself a kind of reproductive process. 
Few elaborate pen drawings are made 
without a stiidious foundation in some 
other material. The pen lino must fre- 
quently be traced or drawn over the 
pencil line, very much like the, engrav- 
er's tool. 


The point about the moderns and an- 


cients, then, resolves itself' into the 
imitation by the moderns in a new 
medium of the technique of an old. 
It 


is certain that the ancients- could have 
performed this feat if they had chosen, 
not altogether certain that they would 
have chosen. 
For, to consider those 


other points of reproduction and dis- 
semination, the modern master seems 
to be in no greater hurry than the an- 
cient to make use of the new facilities. 
When such a master does take up the 
pen, he handles it to much grander ef- 
fect than do its devotees.

eyes made. 
"A visitor to a, small factory in 3Tew 
York found two glassblowers at this 
work. One held a bar of clear glass in 
the flame of a gas blow-pipe, and 
worked a lump of fused glass'around 
the end of a. wire and then pressed it 
into a mold. When he drew it out of 
the mold, a crystal eyeball ornamented 
the end of the wire.

Tree Trunks as Filters on Ships. 


A well-known Australian engineer, 


M. Pfister, is stated to have discovered 
a remarkable property of the trunks of 
trees, namely, that of retaining the 
salt 'of sea-water 
that lias filtered 


through the trunk in the direction of 
the fibers. He has consequently con- 
structed an apparatus designed to util- 
ize this property in obtaining potable 
water for the us~e of ships' crews. This 
apparatus consists of a pump, which 
sucks up the sea water Into a rese^voir 
and then forces it into a filter formed 
by the tree trunk. As soon as the pres- 
sure reaches 1.5 to 2.5 atmospheres the 
water is seen at the end of from one to 
three minutes, according to the kind of 
wood used, to make its exit from the 
other extremity of the trunk, at first in 
drops and then in fine streams, the wa 
ter thus filtered being- potable, freed 
in fact, rroin every particle of the 
usual saline taste which is such a draw- 
back to water obtained in the ordinary 
manner.
